The  day  is  at  hand  when 
fi  reams  should  not  be  sold  to  boys  by  deal- 
ers and  when  it  should  be  forbidden  by  law 
for  them  to  carry  such  weapons.-  Sel.  j. 

“There  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of  tobacco 
by  boys  of  high  school  ape  is  detrimental  to 
their  intellectual  and  physical  welfare.  I 
remember  one  bright,  able  boy  who  entered 
the  hiph  school  and  passed  his  aubjeets  with 
an  average  standinp  of  95  per  cent,  durinp 
the  first  two  months  of  his  attendance.

It  is  desired  that  a statement  he  made 
in  the  Record  concerning  the  instruction 
given  oh  this  subject  in  our  college  by  tlvc 
teacher  in  the  Bible  Department. 

He  has  studied  Boyce.  Dagg.  Dick.  Hodge, 
Ilovev.  Johnson,  and  Strong,  but  has  found 
nothing  better  in,  his  estimation  than  that 
whieh  hp  lean*nd  under  the  inatruction  of 
Dr.  William  Williams,  one  of  the  first  teach- 
ers in  our  seminary. 

1.  Definition. — God’s  eternal,  iinehangex- 
hle  choice  of  certain  persons  to  salvation,  of 
his  own  sovereign  will.  Mark  the  points. 
Choice  (1).  divine,  (2)  eternal.  (3)  un- 
changeable. (4)  personal,  (5)  to  salvation, 
(6)  of  God *8  sovereign  will. 

2.  Proof. — (Statement  of  arguments' 

only.) 

(1)  Divine  Election— “Ye  have  not  chosen 
me,  but  I have  chosen  you,”  (John  15:16). 
Man  is  exhorted  to  choose  the  service  of 
God.  and  Jesus  as  Savior  and  Lord:  hut  the 
election  in  this  study  is  divine.  God  calls. 
He  chooses. 

(2)  Eternal  Choice — In  Christ  “before  the 
foundation  of  the  world”  .(Eph.  1:4.  with 
.which  compare  2 Thes.  2:13).  God’s  choice 
must  be  eternal  from  his  nature  and  perfec- 
tions. 

(3)  Immutable  Choice. — “I  am  God  and 
there  is  none  else;  I am  God.  and  there  "s 
none  like  me.  declaring  the  end  from  the  be- 
ginning” (Isar  46 :9.10.  with  which  compare 
Mt.  24:24;  Rom.  8:38,39;  Ileb.  6:17,18-.  Im- 
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mutability  of  choice  is  necessary  from  God'* 
nature  and  perfection. 

(4)  Choice  of  Persons,  and  not  merely 
choice  of  characters — “It  pleased  God,  who 
separated  me  from  my  mother’s  womb,  ami 
called  me  by  his  grace,  to  reveal  his  Son  in 
me”  (Gal.  1:15,16,  with  which  compare  2 
'flies.  2 :13  and  the  teaching  in  9th  chapter  of 
Horn,  concerning  Esau  ami  Jacob.) 

; (5)  Choice  to  Salvation,  and  not  merely 
certain  national  privileges,  as  was  true  of 
the  Jews — “God  hath  from  the  beginning 
chosen  you  to  salvation”  (2  Thess.  2:13, 
with  which  compare  1 Peter  1 :l-5.) 

(fi)  Choice  founded  on  God’s  sovereign 
grace  or  will  as  opposed  to  a ground  in  man’s 
repentance  and  faith.  The  Scriptures  make 
“the  good  pleasure  of  God’s  will”  th<* 
foundation  of  his  electing  grace  (Mt.  11:25, 
26;  Rom.  9:15-18;  Eph.  1:5-11.)  They  ex- 
pressly  deny  any  difference  in  men  except 
ns  God  makes  that  difference  by  his  grace, 
John  15:16,  I Cor.  4:17.)  They  expressly  Je. 
ny  all  foreseen  good  us  the  ground  of  elec- 
tion (Rom.  11:5-6:  2 Tim.  1:9,)  They  ex- 
pressly assert  that  repentance  and  faith  arc 
the  result  of  election,  and  being  the  conse- 
quence they  cannot  be  the  cause  (Acts  13: 
448:  Rom.,  8:20;  Eph..  1:45.)  To  make  re* 
jH-ntence  and  faith  the  ground  or  election 
would  contradict  the  teachings  of  the  Scrip- 
tures concerning  human  depravity. 

3.  Aim,  and  how  it  reaches  it. 

(1)  The  test  and  eviderej?  of  person  il 
election  is  divine  rgm*mhlanee  -“whom  in* 
did  foreknow,  he  also  ctid  predestinate  to  be 
conformed  to  the  image  of  his  son”  (Rom.  S: 
29).  Prdatinated  qot  simply  to  inheritance, 
but  also  to  family  likeness.  He  who  would 
share  the  glory  must  also  bear  the  image 
of  the  divine  Son.  How  is  this  aim  to  be 
attained f “Beholding  (and  reflecting)  as 
in  a glass  the  glory  of  the  I-iord,  we  are 
changed  into  the  same  image”  (2  Cor.  3:18, 
with  which  compare  4:6.) 

(2)  'fhc  purpose  of  the  divine  election  is 
not  simply  that  we  have  a heavenly  home, 
but  also  a moral  fitness  for  that  blessed 
abode.  God  hath  chosen  us  in  Christ  “be- 
fore the  foundation  of  the  world,  that  w<* 
should  be  holy  and  without  blame  before 
him  in  love”  (Eph.  1:4.).  How  is  this  pur- 
pose to  be  affected.  Having  therefore  these 
promises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse  our- 
selves from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh  and 
spirit  perfecting  holiness  in  the  fear  of 
God.”  (2  Cor.  7:1.)

. The  receipts  for  the  Home  Mission  Board 
up  to  September  1st  were  relatively  quite  in 
advance  of  the  receipts  for  the  same  time 
last  year.  Inded.  they  were  51  .per  cent, 
better.

Sanctification 

(This  is  the  reproduction,  as  nearly  as  lie 
could  make  it,  of  a sermon  preached  by  Rev. 
11.  W.  RoCkett  before  the  Oxford  Associa- 
tion, and  requested  to  he  written  and  pub- 
lished.) 

And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you 
wholly,  etc. — I Tli ess.  5:23. 

Sanctification  is  the  ^nhject  I have  chosen 
for  our  consideration  this  morning.  Proba- 
bly you  have  already  divined  that  from  the 
Scripture  readings  and  the  text.  The  word 
means  to  set  apart  and  to  purify.  The  latter 
meaning  is  included  in  the  first,  they 
both  mean  to  separate;  the  first  from  some- 
thing external,  and  the  latter  from  some- 
thing internal — sin.  It  is  used  in  the  first 
sense  when  Gisl  sanctified  the  Seventh  day; 
when  he  sanctified  the  first  horn,  both  of 
man  and  beast;  and  when  the  tabernacle 
was  sanctified.  When  Moses  sanctified 
Mount  Sinai  he  set  bounds  about  it  to  keep 
the  people  apart  from  it;  and  when  he  sanc- 
tified Aaron  and  his  sons,  he  separated  them, 
officially,  from  the  other  people,  unto  reli- 
gions services.  When  Christ  sanctified  him- 
self (John  17:19)  he  was  setting  himself 
apart  unto  death,  for  his  disciples  sake.  In 
none  of  these  eases  were  the  sanctified  made, 
inwardly,  different  from  what  they  were  be- 
fore, neither  day.  nor  mount,  nor  priest, 
nor.  Christ.  All  were  the  same  as  before.  In 
some  places  in  the  New  Testament  the  word 
suggests  imputed  aanctification.  A thii.g 
is'  sanctified  because  of  its  connection  with 
something  else;  the  gold  is  sanctified  by  the 
temple;  the  gift  is  sanctified  by  the  altar; 
the  unbelieving  husband  is  sanstified  by  the 
sanctity  of  external  connection 
and  privilege”  only.  Paul  wrote  to  the  Co- 
rinthians that  Christ  is  ‘‘made  unto  us.  wis- 
dom. righteousness  and  santification  and  re- 
demption.” So  then  every  believer  is  sanc- 
tified in  this  sense,  through  his  connection 
with  Christ  as  his  Saviour  This  is  Salva- 
tion from  the  guilt  of  sin.  Though  Wliever* 
htc  sanctified  in  this  senhe,  they  an*  not,  in 
this  life,  sanctified  in  the  sense  or  being 
free  from  the  touch  of  sin.  Ibis  also  must 
pome  to  them.  If  I were  asked  whether  I 
am  anetifled,  I could  say  truly  either  “yes” 
or  “no.”  1 am  no  longer  guilty,  but  I am 
not  yet  sinless.  The  wonl  is  used  largely  in 
the  NJw  Testament  to  denote  sinlessness, 
purity.  This  is  the  ultimate  aim  of  God  in 
the  Christian  life.  We  are  not  only  to  be 
freed  from  the  guilt  of  sin.  but  from  its 
very  defilement.  When  the  angel  foretold 
the  birth  of  our  Ixml  to  Joseph,  he  said: 
‘‘Thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus,  for  he  shall 
save  his  people  from  their  sins.”  We  are  not 
sn veil  in  sin.  Forever  and  forever,  the  soni 
that  sins  must  suffer.  Eternal  sin  is  eternal 
suffering.  But  we  are  saved  from  sin*  for 
then  only  can  we  be  happy  when  we  become 
sinless.  Before  proceeding  further  let  us  de- 
fine Sanctification,  if  what  I have  already 
said  has  not  made  clear  what  it  is.  I/ct 
us  take  this  definition,  which  I think  is  dear 
and  concise:  “The  gracious  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  whereby  the  believer  is  freed 
from  sin  and  exalted  to  holiness  of  heart 
and  life.”  We  shall  find  a definition  from 
Paul  in  his  epistle  to  the  Romans:  “But 
now  being  free  from  (the  dominion  of)  tin 
and  become  servants  of  God  ye  have  your 
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fruit  unto  holiness  and  eternal  life.”  We 
may  find  Christ’s  in  the  “Sermon  on  the 
Mount”:  “Ye  therefore  shsb  l*c  •perfect, 
as  your  Heavenly  Father  is  |K-rfec:  ” I do 
not  believe  this  means  that  we  shall  Im*  as 
perfect  as  God  is — though  this  is  true— but, 
that  through  kinship  to  him,  we  shall  be- 
come assimilated  to  ^ his  character  in  the 
lien-after.  These  definitions  an*  agreed  theB. 
that  the  end  of  the  Christian  life  is  |>erf«*c- 
tion  in  holiness.  The  envintnment  in  which 
we  are  to  live  hereafter,  dviiiHiids  this  kind 
of  character.  If  we  are  to  jive  in  an  at- 
mosphere of  holiness  we  must  possess  a 
holy  life.  The  apostle  Paul  gives  the  lie- 
"brews  this  admonition : “Follow  after 

peace  with  all  men,  ’and  holiness,  without 
which,  no  man  shall  sec  the  Lonl.  “If  G<?l 
cannot  look  upon  sin."  then  we  must  become 
sinless  before  we  come  to  live  with  him.  How 
ran  we  reach  this  attainment  in  heart  and 
life,  is  the  question  which  concerns  you  and 
me.  The  work  of  imparting  this  holy  dispo- 
sition to  the  believer  is  God's  work.  It  is 
impossible  to  you  and  to  me.  “And  the  God 
of  peace  himself  sanctify  you  wholly.”  This 
is  the  ground  of  it.  Wherever  the  word  ho- 
liness occurs  in  tin*  New. Testament  it  means 
sanctification,  ami  whenever  the  wonl  saint 
iK*etirs,  it  means  a sanctified  one.  But  as 
yet,  sanctification  is  not  complete  in  the 
saint.  It  is  not  completed  on  this  side  of 
death.  Sanctification  is  a growth.  It  Im*- 
giu*  in  regeneration  and  lasta  throughout 
life.  In  proof  of  thia.  I offer  such  Scriptures 
as  these:  “Being  confident  of  this  very 
thing,  flint  lie.  who  began  a goml  work  in 
you,  will  perfect  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus 
t'lirist.”  So  the  work  goes  on  until  Christ 
comes.  “We.  beholding  the  glory  of  the 
l/ord,  an*  transfigured  into  the  same  image, 
from  glory  to  glory.  Glory,  when  applied  *o 
God.  means  character,  and  so  to  the  Chris- 
tian. From  one  degree  of  character,  then, 
to  another,  step  by  step,  the  believer  is  com- 
ing into  full  possession  of  the  image  of 
Christ.  Gradually  it  comes  about  ns  in  the 
growth  of  natural  things,  “firsi*  the  blade, 
then  the  ear,  then  the  full  grain  in  the  ear.” 
There  is  no  more  a short,  cut  to  Christian 
perfection,  through  spasmodic  emotion,  than 
there  is  from  infancy  to  maturity  in  the 
natural  world.  “And  which  of  yon."  asked 
our  laml.  “by  In-ing  anxious,  can  add  one 
cubit  to  the  measure  of  his  life!  ’ No  one, 
we  can  truly  answer,  for  growth  comes 
* “without  observation,  and  not  by  fits  and 
leaps.  Sanctification  is  the  work  of  God 
through  the  Hoi)  Spirit.  Pan|n»rote  to  tlx* 
Thessalonians : “God  chose  >Wi.  from  the 
' beginning,  to  salvation,  through  sanctifica- 
tion of  the  Spirit,  and  Ix-lief  of  the  truth 
Here,  he  teaoehes  us.  that  the  Spirit  is  tlx* 
agent,  nnd  faith  is  the  means  and  the  truth 
is  the  instrument,  of  aanctification.  The 
Spirit  works  through  the  wonl  to  this  end. 
“Sanctify  them  in  the  truth:  thy  word  is 
truth”  said  *>ur  I/ord  in  hi«  intcn*essory 
prayer.  So  the  Spirit  brings  spiritual  intel- 
ligence to  the  sanctified.
